Nataralization, and the Rights
Duties it Confers,
Tun United States Senate yesterday engaged
in a spirited debateon the subjeot of the righy
of naturalized ocitizens of Amurica to exsmp-
tion from the control of any foreign Government
for politionl ofenses committed before naturali-
aation. We are glad to ses that every
gpeaker held views subatantially the same—
that Damocrats and Repablicans concurred in
the demand that a naturalized citizen was en-
titled to and should exervize all the privilages
of & native born, The tone of the debate was

and

exciting, and the Ilanguage wused in all
it CEL was properly  emphatio. As
it s probable that the subject wil|

merit a large share of publio attention, It may
be well to state briefly the points of difference,
The common law of England and the civil law
of the Continent divided subjects into two
classes, those who owed permanent and those
who owed temporary allegiance to a Govern-
went. All persons born under the dowminion
of the throne of Great Britain, and almost all
the other European nations, held the same
dootrine, oould mot divest themselves of
their duties as British subjects. No aoct
on their part could suceesd in dissolving
the bonds of fealty to the crown
of that country. Blackstone lays it down
a8 law without an exception, that naturaliza-
tion by a foreign Government does not releass
the British subject, and that by this act he
incurs & donble daty, which may be in oppo-
sition to each other, and subject him to in-
convenlencse or punishment. Coke statea the
game principle in his day, and even go early |
as the days of Bracton and Fleta the same
principle prevailed, The result of an enforce- |
ment of the law is simple. An Englishman |
or Irishman comes to America: he is natu.
ralized, and incurs new daties and
privileges. He returns to England
on a visit, and is linble to
be arrested there for some expression of
opinion which was not at all criminal in
America. The same is the case with Prussia,
A citizen of that State is compelled to undergo
a certain number of years in the military ser-
vice. Before the time required he emigrates
to Amerios, remains here for years, becomes
4 oitizen, returns to hizs late country
on a tour of business or pleasnre, and
is seized uwpon and poesibly punished for
not serving the time in the army prescribed
by the Prussian regulations. Thess are
not imaginary cases. Such have ocourred. It
was enly within the past threa years that our
Admiral in command of the Baltic Squadron |
threatened to blow up a Prussian town,
because two of his sailors were captured and |
wera about to be punished there becaunse of
their having onoce been Prussians, and having
broken some political law of the kingdom.
The complication arising from this condition
of affairs is extremely embarrassing, to say
the least, and is liable at any moment to lead
to war. I

To the view as laid down by the common
law, America bas salways dissented. She |
maintained and still maintains that natoraliza-
tion by law frees the citizens from all other bonds
of allegiance, and exempts him from all ar-
rost, exoept for a past violation of the criminal
law, or a present violation of any law when in
a foreign country. It washes from him all the |
atains of past political offenses, and to attempt
to arrest or punish him for them is a violation '
of our national rights, and one which every
Benator concurred in stating is a just cause
for war.

|

The subject, which certainly merits decided
action, was brought balore Congress at the
commencement of the session, in the Presi-
dent’s message. He said: “*The annexation of
many small German States to Prussia, and a
reorganization of that country uunder & new
and more liberal coustitution, bas indoced
me to renew the effort to attain & just and
prompt settlement of a long-vexed qnestion
concerning olaims of foreign States for military
garvioe from subjects naturalized in the United

| had st the voor.

|

States, In oonnection with this subject,
the attention of Cobogress is respect- |
fully called to a singolar and em-

barraaging conflict of laws. The Executive
Department of this Government has hitherto
uniformly held, as it now holds, that nato-
ralization in conformity with the Constitution
and laws of the United States absolves the re-
oiplent from his native allegiance. The courts
of Great Britsin hold that allegiance to the
British Crown I8 indefessible, and is not ab-
solved by our laws of naturalization. British
judges cite conrts and law authorities of the
United Siates in support of that theory against
the position held by the Execulive authority
of the United States. Thuis cooflict perplexes
the public mind concerning the rights of
paturalized citizens, and impairs the
national authority abroad. 1 called atten-
tion to this subject in my last annoal mes-
gage, and now again respsotfully appeal to
Congress to deeclare the mational will anmis-
takably upoun this important question.”

This portion of the measage iz of the
highest importanes, &nd should receive jmwme-
diate attention and & defloite settlement.
It may be that the Buitlsh view 18 correct.
We do not think it is, and believe, with Mr_
Buner, that to give permission to emigrate,

and then refuse permission to. ioour new
duties is “‘absord.” But whether we or they
are right, it ought to be declded. Let every
oftizen of the Uniwd Siales know how far he
oan with safety go, If it Is determined that
he s labls for his absolved allegiance,

let him know it and aot  accordingly.
But go long a8 the Execulive claima that he

is free from his old bonds, and the courts de-
cidet ba is liabla, he is left withont & know-
ledge of bis rights, and the “authority of the
United States is impaired.” There is one
way in which all this confliet of opinion can
be sottled, and that way is by Jugialative enact-
ment. The Conrts must conform in their de-
cizgiona to the law as passed by Congress. Let
us, then, have an authoritative declaration
either one way or the other, The &mllnfg in
America 18 wupanimous in favor of our
own peculiar dootrine, If it may oconiliot
with precedent, it certainly conforms to com-
min géngs. The mere accident of the placs of
birth can weigh nothing against the long
claims of maturs years, of fortune, ties, and
patriotic love. We think that every natu-
ralized citizen shonld be protected as much as
a native-born. We axk for him no more. If
either should go abroad to infringe the laws of
a foreign nation, his citizenship should afford
bhim no protection. But a perfect eqnality
should be secured and eqnal rights granted to
all our oitizens, whether they ba natives of
Amerioa, Britain, Prossia, or any other land,
provided they have conformed to our Jaws,
and sworn allegiance to the United States.

FYor the Payment of City Warrants,
Tae consideration of the bill providing for the
payment of cily warrants in the order of their
presentation aund in sccordance with their
stamped number, ocoupied the greater part of
the attention of Select Councll yesterday, and
on its final passage a quorum failed to vote.
We are glad to see the defect to which we
called attention last week has been remedied.
As the law originally read, it defeated the very
end which it was intended to reach. By it
thousands of dollars might have been kept
idle in the Treasury, waiting for the presenta-
tion of the warrants haviog priority, and thus
those equally entitléd to that fund be deprived
of their rights. The system of our eity finance
Las for yeara been defective. It is cerlainly
a disgrace to have warrants selling on the
streets at 10or 15 per cent, disconut. We con-
siderthe bill calealated to remove the diffi-
onlty of payment, and therefors favor it.
Becanse a dishonest Treasurer could avail him-
self of its provizions to swindle the people,
is mo reason for its defea’. The present sys-
tem is open ten times wore to the same objec-
tion. The change will be beneficial, and we
hope that next Thursday it will bevome a law.
